The botanical and common names are largely taken from the 1924 edition 
of ‘Standardized Plant Names.’’ Changes in nomenclature according to the 
revised ‘‘Second Edition,’’ which have not become generally familiar to the 
trade, are shown in parenthesis and cross-indexed for reference. 


Our standard of grading all plants is based on a schedule which has been 
adopted by the American Association of Nurserymen.
